TREES AND POLES TORN BY WIND 


A severe rain and wind storm swept over 
Chicago last night and broke the protracted 
dry spell that has affiicted this region along 
with a great part of the entire country. 
There were indications that the terrific heat 
and drought afflicting the western country 
would be broken. 

The rain in Chicago lest night deluged the 
city and drove thousands of persons into 
their homes from the parks and streets. 
Within two hours more than 2 inches of 
rain—10 per cent of all the rain since the 
first of the year—fell in the loop district ac- 
cording to the downfall register at the Fed- 
eral building. It had been three weeks 
since a local rain of any consequence, 

The storm struck the north side at about 
10 o'clock, but did not reach the downtown 
district until fifteen minutes later. It was 
half an hour before rain began to fall on 
the far south aide. 


Loop Streets Flooded. 

In Lincoln park thousands of persons who 
had gone there to spend the evening were 
chased helter-skelter to the street car by the 
sudden deluge. In the downtown district 
the streets were flooded within a few min- 
utes after the first drops of rain fell. The 


The weather man had predicted that the 
hot spell which prevailed during the greater 
part of the daylight hours would be dispelled 
today to some extent By cooling showers, 


He added, however, that a brisk south wind 


would spring up in the afternoon and that 
the mercury would then begin to rise. For 
tomorrow the weather man promises a north - 
west wind and cooler weather. 

Lightning struck the residence of Solomon 
A. Smith, president of the Northern Trust 
company, at 843 Lincoln parkway, at 10:30 p. 
m. The bolt entered an open window, tore 
out the keyboard of a piano, and set fire to 
the flooring of the parlor. 

Lightning struck the residence of Ferdi- 
nand E. Glazer, 1657 Larrabee street. Part of 
the wall was crushed in and the house set 
afire. Firemen extinguished the blaze. 

Teletraph poles in several sections of the 
city wére struck by lightning. Fourteen still 
alarms and two box calls were sent in during 
the storm. 


Street Lights Blotted Out. 
Street lights were put out of commission 
in Clark and Dearborn streets in the loop 
district for half an hour when some of the 
wires became crossed, but the trouble wis 


remedied. At the South Clark street police | 


station the sewer backed up and several of 
the cells were flooded and prisoners hed to 
be moved. 

A Forty-eighth avenue car was struck by 
lightning at Milwaukee avenue, the end of 
the line. The crew, the only persons in the 
car, escaped injury. A large hole was corn 
in one side of the car. 

Trees were blown down at Forest Park 
and Paul Heinze, manager of the amusement 
park, had a narrow escape from being 
crushed, 

In the Fillmore street police district reports 
were reéeived of several windows being blown 
in by the wind. At West Chicago and North 
Forty-second avenues part of the fence of 
the West Side Baseball park was carried 
away and became entangled with a trolley 
wire and telephone wires. Firemen were 
called to the scene when the wires fell to the 
ground and set fire to some rubbish. 


Windows of Flat Broken. 

Lighthing struck and set fire to a three 
story brick building at West Eighteenth and 
String streets and broke some windows in 
the flat of Herman Mayer on the third floor. 
The fire was extinguished with a small loss. 

The fire alarm office received many reports 
that electric light peles were blown down. 
Telephone service was impaired all over the 
city. 

Country towns surrounding Chicago were 
hit by the storm, but without serious damage. 
At Elgin a cattle barn belonging to A. C. 
Beasly was struck by lightning and burned 
down. At Waukegan a barn belonging to 
Fred Graham was burned in the same man- 
ner. At Kenosha there was heavy wind, 
rain, and lightning. Wires were broken 
down. No serious gg is reported.

Suit Made Known by Attorney. 

The proceedings became public through 
Walter Gunn, a Los Angeles attorney, who 
came here to represent Mrs. Kimbrough. 
No bill had been filed or record made of the 
move on the part of the judge here, and no 
report was made of the eyidence. 

Mrs. Kimbrough has lived in Los Angeles 

since May, 1911. She left the judge’s home 
here shortly after Miss Helen Kimbrough, 
the foster daughter of the judge, had at- 
tempted to elope with Leland Parker.

TO SAIL HISTORIC ROUTE. 


The Santa Maria, the Pinta, and the Nina, 
replicas of the three tiny caravels in which 
Christopher Columbus and his hardy adven- 
turers. of 1492 braved the perils of the un- 
known seas and discovered a new rd, will 
sail out of Jackson park harbor next week or 
the week after on a long journey which.will 
carry them back to the scene of Columbus’ 
great triumph and eventually into an ocean 
that Columbus did not dream of. 

After a stay in this city since 1993, when 
the Chicago world’s fair began, they are to 
bid farewell for some years to the thousands 
who have viewed them and take their de- 
parture to new waters. 


Will Be Shown at Coast Fair. 

The destination of the little boats is San 
Francisco. They are to be on exhibition dur- 
ing the Panama-Pacific exposition, which 
opens in 1915. They will go from Chicago 
to Boston, thence to the island of San Salva- 
dor, where Columbus first set foot on his 
landing in the new continent, and finally 
through the Panama canal to the California 
metropolis. . 

Yesterday afternoon the south park com- 
missioners issued a permit to Charles Ste- 
venson, rowing instructor at Harvard uni- 
versity, enabling him to take the boats, 

A bond of $10,000 was furnished by An- 
drew Kaul, a wealthy lumberman of Bos- 
ton, Mass., to insure the safe return of the 
boats et the close of the exposition. 


Will Sail in Regatta. 

After they are fixed up at South Chicago 
they will be sailed to Grant park for the re- 
gatta. Then the great lakes will be traversed 
and, it is hoped, Boston reached before the 
beginning of winter. 

The crew, according to Mr. Stevenson, will 
be composed of students of Harvard univer- 
sity. 

In the journey to Boston, however, a crew 
of Chicagoans will be picked. After leaving 
Boston in the spring the three boats will 
skirt the Atlantic coast and a visit will be 
made to the island of San Salvador. Féllow- 
ing this they will proceed through the Pan- 
ama canal and up the Pacific to San Fran- 
cisco.

While Mrs. Adolph Trapp held a tea party 
yesterday afternoon on her front lawn under 
the windows of the Esther Falkenstein settle- 
ment house at 1917 Humboldt street fifty of 
the settlement women glared at her out 
of the windows. Mrs. Trapp and her husband 
are said to be among the leaders in the plan 
to put an end to the settlement’s activities. 

The women met at an indignation meeting. 
Most of them are members of the Settlement 
Woman's club. They pleaded and threat- 
ened and even wept. Earnestness frequently 
got the better of English, and perfectly good 
speeches were nearly lost when excitement 
shunted them into one of a half dozen for- 
eign languages. Mrs. Falkenstein did her 
best as interpreter. 


Exonerate Settlement Head. 

The settlement head was exonerated. After 
that praises were heaped on her head in 
Yiddish, Nofwegian, French, German, Polish, 
and English. Then she was comforted with 
‘whispered confidences, with an embrace 
where emotions got the better of words, 
and finally with coffee and cake brought to 
her by the women. 

Every eulogy was mixed with bitter state- 
ments toward the settlement’s nearest neigh- 
bors who started the petition against the 
settlement. 

Why not tell about the good things Mrs. 
Falkenstein has done for the Trapps?“ said 
Mrs. Kate Mitchell. When Mrs. Trapp's 
baby was sick it was Mrs. Falkenstein who 
took it to St. Elizabeth’s and had it cared 
for properly. Mrs. Falkenstein stayed up 
with it, and when it died she comforted the 
mother and helped at the funeral. Why 
didn't they tell about that in their petition 
to get us out of here? Why didn’t they tell 
how Mrs. Falkenstein has taken their chil- 
dren on the lake trips and the picnics and the 
automobile rides?“ 

At the close of the meeting the women 
went personally to Mrs. Falkenstein to cheer 
her.

May Have Been Slain. 


POLICE DIG FOR BODIES. 


Blood Stained Garb Found in Common 
Law Husband’s House. 


John Grady, an assistant chef at the Grand 
Pacific hotel, is detained by the police because 


months ago of his common law wife, Nellie 
Hausman-Grady, and her daughter, Grace 
Connell. 

The arrest was caused by Mrs. Edna Reyn- 
ick of Cincinnati, a sister of Mrs, Hausman- 
Grady. Mrs. Reynick wrote to Grady on 
three different occasions inquiring about her 
Sister, but says he never replied. The Cincin- 
nati woman then came on to have a personal 
interview with Grady, and when he broke 
an engagement to escort her through his 
house at 121 East Twenty-fifth street on 
Tuesday night, she complained to Lieut. 
Grady. The suspect was taken into custody 
on Wednesday night. 

The police yesterday found a bloodstained 
cloak, handkerchief, bed sheet, and under- 
wear in a clothes hamper in the basement 
of the premises. They felt so certain they 
had unearthed à murder that they got picks 
and shovels and dug up the yard and cellar, 
and tore out parts of walls and partitions here 
and there, but the search availed them noth- 
ing. 


Find No Blood Blotches, 

Then they discovered none of the stained 
pieces bore evidence of dried streams or 
blotches of blood, and nothing to indicate 
that any mass of blood had been wiped up, 
and that no blotch ran into another blotch. 

The clothing as evidence was further weak- 
ened when the suspect laughingly asked: 
“If she was slain while wearing her cloak 
and other street garments how was she 


murdered while fully dressed why aren't 
the clothes stained from the lining out? 
Then he put another poser in this form: 
“Tf I killed her and successfully disposed of 
the body, why did I leave her blood stained 
clothes lay in that hamper for nearly two 
years when such supposed telltale evidence 
could have been so easily carried away?’ 

The woman’s relatives generally believed 
she and Grady were lawfully married, and 
Grady himself left the police under this im- 
pression until they discovered the husband 
who divorced her eight years ago referred 
to her as pal and made engagements to 
meet her as late as April 13, 1910. 


Admits Common Law Relation. 

Then Grady admitted she was simply his 
common law wife. Martin Hausman, the 
second husband, married her after her first 
husband, one Connell, died, and when Haus- 
man quit her Grady assumed the role of head 
of the household. The woman was conduct- 
ing a rooming house at 301 Thirtieth street 
when Grady took up with her. 

She was last seen in December, 1911. Grady 
says he departed early that morning after 
giving her $2 and that she was gone when 
he returned that afternoon. Grady has lived 
alone in the eight roomed house, for which 
he paid a monthly rental of $35, and dis- 
turbed nothing except in the upstairs bed- 
room, where he slept. His excuse for main- 


return. 

Grady said the woman drank to excess 
and showed signs of mental deficiency. The 
police records bear out his contention that 
she had been arrested on several occasions 
for Gisorderly conduct and drunkennesa, and 
further evidence of her misconduct is shown 
by an old diary that the police found in an 


old bureau drawer. 


Diary Tells of Excesses. 

This diary, which Hausman kept to aid m 
his divorce, contained many references that 
‘Nellie came home drunk again; Nellie 
stayed out all night; Nellie tore down the 
curtains and attacked me with a knife.” 

The diary also showed that the woman's 
daughter, Grace, was sent to the House of 
the Good Shepherd on June 20, 1905,

That his enlisting the dervices of the 
young men and boys and the use of a 
wagon showed initiative and resource. 

That his failure to reply to Webb's shots 
while on Calumet avenue showed nerve 
and presence of mind, 

That Courtney acted with coolness, 
judgment, promptness, and decision, and 
deserves great credit for his bravery. 

The board also heard testimony regarding 
the bravery of five policemen who are can- 
didates for the Tree medal.

Applies Where Term Ends After Year. 

This power is conferred on the clerk only 
when the vacancy occurs more than a year 
prior to the expiration oftheterm. As Judge

Barly marriage was declared to be the best 


solution of the social evil which cannot be 


regulated by legislation or reform movements, 
according to a paper on The Social Evil and 
Hygiene read by Dr. William E. Buehler at 
the monthly dinner ef the Seventy-five club, 
held at the Grand Pacific hotel last night. 

The club is eomposed of members of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity who have attained the Master 
Mason's degree. 

Dr. Buehler contended that the teaching of 
social hygiene is necessary for the welfare 
of the present generation, 

He also advocated woman's suffrage, saying 
that the votes of women would bring about 
better civic conditions and that as woman had 
been made the bearer of man’s burdens she 
would, with her vote, remedy many of the evils 
tolerated by man in the present day. 

“Statistics,” he said, “show that but one 
person in every 4,000 15 normal, and that di- 
vorce is caused, mostly, by sexual deficiency, 
the result of blood taints in both sexes. 

“Sexual laws of lite must be considered in 
regulating commerce, and art, and industry, 
and the only way to handle the social evil 
question is through early marriages. 

The social evil cannot be remedied by legis- 
lation; it has gotten beyond that phase and 
must be handled in a far different manner.

Isn't it funny the way 
that life goes on and changes things without 
our saying yes or no at all.”

The true creams, according to the 
best authorities, ought to be made with more 
yolks of eggs than whites. Thus we have 
here a most Run way of using left over 
yolks, 

In making a cream which is served in molds 
or ‘cups, an egg is needed to each cup really, 
but this division is not the best. For two 
we need one whole egg and two 
yolks. Thus made, it is much finer than by 
Using two whole eggs, or, at any rate, it seems 
80 to the fastidious. 


VANILLA CREAM—For two cups take one- 


_ half pint of milk and heat it for twenty min- 


utes in a double boiler with a third of a stick 
of vanilla and four tablespoons of sugar, 
stirred in so as to be entirely dissolved, Pour 
this over one whole egg and two yolks, beaten 
together, and pour the whole through a 
strainer. Let stand but a moment, then fill 
prepared cups, or molds, and cook them in a 
water bath in the oven, just as any ordinary 
cup custard is cooked. To have a caramel 
cream, coat the bottom and sides of the mold 
with sugar cooked to the golden caramel 
stage. This latter, when turned out for serv- 
ing (a shallow mold is the better), is what is 
called the créme renversée, which means noth- 
ing more than that it is a cream turned bot- 
tom side up out of a mold. 

These creams, or custards, can be made with 
fewer eggs, if they are to be turned out of 
the molds, but to eat them in cups or molds 
is considered to be an exclusive privilege of 


the family. For people who pay, or are being 
entertained, the molded cream is W 
the only correct thing. 0

The following is a part of a 1 for va- 
milla cream, translated from the French, with 
some of the precautions which would not apply 
with us omitted, but with others which are 
interesting: 

VANILLA CREAM—" For a quart of milk 
take five good sized ‘eggs or six small ones. 
According as you like more or less sugar, use 
a third or a half a cup. Put the milk on to 
boil, and, as soon as it comes to a boil, add 
the sugar. Then draw to the side of the fire 
and put in a piece of vanilla. It must not boil 

any longer, but be left so that the vanilla can 
simply infuse for twenty minutes. When 
it has infused sufficiently, take out and put 
carefully aside, for it must not be forgotten 
that a piece of good vanilla can serve twice, 
or even a third time, ff it is cleaned. Let the 
milk get cold. When it is tepid one can use 
it, but not when it is hot, for then the cream 
will not be a success, Beat the eggs and then 
turn the sweetened and tepid milk, little by 
little, on them, continuing to beat.

HELD FOR PARTNER’S MURDER 
AFTER INQUEST IN THE OPEN. 


Jurors See Killing of Flores Re-enacted 
at Crime Scene—Verdict of Murder 
Against Rusetos. 


After an inquest which part of the time 


was held out of doors, attracting large 
crowds, a coroner’s jury yesterday returned 
a verdict holding Peter J. Rusetos to the 
grand jury on the charge of murdering his 
buginess partner, James J. Floros, a leading 
Greek, and one of the wealthiest men of 
that nationality in Chicago. 

The jury found: We believe that the 
murder was due to a quarrel] and Flores was 
slain in a fit of anger. We do not believe 
that the crime was premeditated.” 

Rusetos was one of the witnesses. He 
said he had shot Floros after the latter had 
attacked him with a pistol. He was unable 
to reconcile that statement with the fact 
that Floros was shot three times in the back. 
A dispute over stock which Rusetos sought 
to buy from Foros is said to have led up 
to the crime, according to Rusetos. 

The coroner's jury and others went to 
the Fioros-Rusetos Ice Cream company’s 
plant at 788 Milwaukee avenue, where the 
murder was bloodlessly retnacted. Fifty 
Greeks—friends of Rusetos and Fleros—fol- 
lowed in the inquisitors wake. After the ses- 
sion at the ice cream company’s office the 
jurors went to the Chicago avenue police 
station. The same crowd of Greeks was on 
hand and by the coroner’s orders all were 
searched for weapons before they were al- 
lowed to enter,
